LAFAYETTE    COLLEGE. 
ADMISSION. 

Every  applicant  for  admission  to  the  College  is  ex- 
pected to  report  at  the  College  offices  and  register  imme- 
diately on  his  arrival.  Before  registering  he  must  sub- 
mit to  the  Registrar  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  moral 
character  from  his  pastor  or  some  other  person  known 
to  the  College  authorities,  and  a  diploma  or  certificate 
of  graduation  from  the  school  which  he  last  attended, 
or,  if  he  be  not  a  graduate,  a  statement  that  he  leaves 
the  school  with  the  approval  of  its  principal  and  is  honor- 
ably dismissed  to  this  College,  with  a  statement  of  the 
studies  which  he  has  pursued  and  the  course  which  he 
desires  to  pursue.  His  application  having  been  approved 
he  is  admitted  to  the  examinations.  Examinations 
are  regularly  held  on  the  day  following  the  annual  Com- 
mencement day  in  June,  and  the  days  preceding  the 
first  day  of  the  autumn  term  in  September,  and  also  on 
the  first  day  of  the  second  and  third  terms. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  changes  in  the  en- 
trance requirements  since  the  publication  of  the  i905-'o6 
Catalogue.  Candidates  may  now  offer  either  German  or 
French,  and  either  Natural  Philosophy  or  Chemistry, 
for  admission  to  the  Latin  Scientific,  General  Scientific 
and  Technical  Courses.

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Franklin's  Autobiography  and  Milton's  Paradise  Lost,    Books  I 
and  II;  to  be  thoroughly  studied  as  to  subject-matter,  form, 
and  structure,  including  the  language  used,  as  to  its  etymology, 
syntax,  and  prosody. 
Prose  Composition:    The  writing  of  a  short  essay  will  be  required 
upon    a    subject    drawn    from   the   foregoing   text-books.     No 
candidate  will  be  accepted  in  English  whose  work  is  notably 
deficient  in  point  of  spelling,  punctuation,  idioms,  or  division 
into  paragraphs. 
The  works  recommended  for  study  by  the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Pre- 
paratory Schools  of  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland  will  be  accepted  in  place 
of  Franklin  and  Milton,  as  follows:

1909,  1910,  1911:  Shakespeare's  Macbeth;  Milton's  Lycidas,  Comus,  L'Allegro, 
and  77  Penseroso,  Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  -with  America,  or  Washington's 
Farewell  Address  and  Webster's  First  Bunker  Hill  Oration;  Macaulay's  Life  of 
Johnson,  or  Carlyle's  Essay  on  Burns. 

In  addition,  the  candidate  may  be  required  to  answer  questions 
involving  the  essentials  of  English  grammar,  and  questions  on  the 
leading  facts  in  those  periods  of  English  literary  history  to  which 
the  prescribed  works  belong. 

Reading:  Every  candidate  must  have  read  a  certain  number  of 
works  of  English  literature.  It  is  expected  that  the  reading 
shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of  an  instructor  and  accom- 
panied by  frequent  examinations  during  the  preparatory 
course,  for  which  four  years  is  appropriate. 
The  candidate  will  be  required  to  present  evidence  of  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subject-matter,  and  to  answer  simple  ques- 
tions on  the  lives  of  the  authors.  The  form  of  examination 
will  usually  be  the  writing  of  a  paragraph  or  two  on  each  of 
several  topics,  to  be  chosen  by  the  candidate  from  a  consid- 
erable number — perhaps  ten  or  fifteen — set  before  him  in  the 
examination  paper.  In  place  of  a  part  or  the  whole  of  this 
test,  the  candidate  may  present  an  exercise  book,  properly 
certified  by  his  instructor,  containing  compositions  or  other 
written  work  done  in  connection  with  the  reading  of  the  books. 
In  preparation  of  this  part  of  the  requirement,  it  is  important 
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that  the  candidate  shall  have  been  instructed  in  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  rhetoric. 

The  books  set  for  this  part  of  the  examination  will  be  those  recommended  by 
the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  of  the  Middle  States  and

German  (A). — An  accurate  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  grammar, 
especially  the  inflection  of  articles,  adjectives,  pronouns,  and 
nouns;  the  conjugation  of  the  weak  and  strong  verbs;  the  uses 
of  the  modal  auxiliaries;  the  prepositions  and  their  govern- 
ment; the  elementary  rules  of  syntax  and  word  order;  to  be 
able  to  read  at  sight  ordinary  German  prose.  It  is  believed  that 
this  requisite  facility  can  be  acquired  by  reading  not  less  than 
two  hundred  duodecimo  pages  of  simple  German. 

German  (B). — This  includes  a  thorough  knowledge  of  accidence 
of  the  elements  of  word-formation,  and  of  the  principal  uses  of 
the  prepositions  and  conjunctions.  The  candidate  should  be 
familiar  with  the  essentials  of  German  syntax,  and  must  pos- 
sess the  ability  to  translate  into  German  easy  English  prose; 
to  translate  at  sight  passages  from  standard  classical  authors. 
The  reading  of  at  least  three  hundred  and  fifty  pages  in  addi- 
tion to  that  required  under  German  (A)  will  develop  such 
ability.  For  examination  no  specific  authors  or  work  are  des- 
ignated. All  candidates  are  required  to  bring  a  statement  from 
their  teacher,  mentioning  text -books  used  and  authors  read, 
including  the  number  of  pages  translated. 

French  (A). — This  embraces  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  rudi- 
ments of  grammar,  including  the  inflection  of  the  regular  and 
the  more  common  irregular  verbs;  the  inflection  of  nouns  and 
adjectives  for  gender  and  number;  the  uses  of  articles  and 
partitive  constructions;  the  forms  and  positions  of  personal 
pronouns;  the  uses  of  the  other  pronouns.     Candidates  should 
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be  able  to  read  at  sight  ordinary  modern  prose.  It  is  believed 
that  this  ability  is  acquired  by  reading  two  hundred  duodecimo 
pages  from  the  works  of  at  least  three  different  authors. 
French  (B). — Candidates  should  show  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
accidence,  and  a  familiarity  with  the  essentials  of  French 
syntax,  especially  the  uses  of  the  tenses,  modes,  prepositions 
and  conjunctions.  They  must  be  able  to  translate  into  French 
a  connected  passage  of  simple  English,  and  to  translate  at  sight 
standard  French  authors.  This  proficiency  may  be  acquired 
by  reading,  in  addition  to  that  required  under  French  (A), 
not  less  than  four  hundred  pages  of  the  works  of  various  stand- 
ard authors.  For  examination  no  special  authors  or  works 
are  designated.  Applicants  should  present  a  statement  from 
their  teachers  setting  forth  the  text-books  used  and  the  number 
of  pages  translated. 


GENERAL   SCIENTIFIC   COURSE. 

Lafayette  College  has  long  maintained  a  course  known 
as  the  General  Scientific  Course,  which  originally  mas  a 
modification  of  the  old  Classical  Course,  growing  out  of 
the  substitution  of  the  Modern  Languages  for  the  Classics. 
From  time  to  time  this  course  has  been  modified  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  patronage  of  the  College.  In  recent 
years  the  drift  has  been  so  strong  towards  the  mathe- 
matical and  physical  science  courses  that  it  has  been 
closely  assimilated  to  the  Technical  Courses  and  most 
of  the  students  have  passed  over  at  the  end  of  the  Fresh- 
man year  into  one  or  the  other  of  the  Technical  Courses. 
It  has  seemed  desirable  to  correct  this  tendency  by  modi- 
fication of  the  entrance  requirements  and  broadening  of 
the  scope  of  this  course.  With  a  view  to  doing  so,  the 
requirements  for  the  General  Scientific  Course,  begin- 
ning with  September,  1908,  have  been  so  modified  as 
to  provide  three  options. 

The  ordinary  requirements  for  all  courses  in  Geography, 
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History,  English,  Physics,  and  Chemistry  will  apply  to 
all  three  options. 

First,  special  preparation  in  Mathematics  similar  to 
the  Mathematics  required  for  the  Engineering  Courses 
with  the  same  German  or  French  required  for  the  Engi- 
neering Courses  leading  to  a  course  in  College,  which  dur- 
ing the  first  two  years  will  emphasize  Mathematics, 
Mechanical  Drawing,  Chemistry,  and  Physics.  This 
course  will  afford  a  preparation  especially  designed  for 
business,  teaching  of  Mathematics  and  kindred  branches, 
and  a  general  education  especially  adapted  to  those  who 
have  a  pronounced  talent  for  Mathematics. 

Second,  special  preparation  in  Modern  Languages. 
This  course  will  require  two  full  years  of  French  and 
German  with  the  Mathematics  required  for  the  Classical 
Course,  Algebra  through  quadratics  and  Plain  Geometry. 
This  course  will  emphasize  the  Modern  Language  train- 
ing in  English  and  foreign  languages,  and  will  afford  by 
the  elective  studies  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  oppor- 
tunities for  broad  and  general  culture. 

Third,  a  general  course  in  Language  and  Literature,  in- 
tended largely  to  meet  the  preparation  of  those  coming 
from  high  schools  which  offer  but  a  single  Modern  Lan- 
guage and  are  best  able  to  prepare  students  for  general 
courses  by  a  combination  of  Latin  and  one  Modern  Lan- 
guage. This  course  requires  either  French  or  German, 
and  at  least  two  years  of  Latin,  with  the  same  Mathe- 
matical requirement  as  Course  2. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  General  Scientific  Course 
has  always  been  the  thorough  and  elaborate  courses 
in  the  English  Language  and  Philology,  including  Anglo- 
Saxon,  which  were  planned  and  developed  by  Lafayette's 
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distinguished  Professor  of  the  English  Language,  Prof. 
Francis  A.  March,  LL.D,  L.H.D.  The  fundamental 
principle  in  the  development  of  this  course  was  the 
capacity  of  the  Modern  Languages,  when  properly 
taught,  to  afford  the  same  discipline  and  culture  as  had 
been  afforded  through  a  great  period  of  educational 
progress  by  the  study  of  the  Classics. 

The   interest   of   principals   of   preparatory   schools   is 
invited  to  these  modifications  of  the  General  Scientific 
Course,  and  especially  to  the  general  statement  of  the 
course  as  found  in  the  College  Catalogue.

LAFAYETTE  NOTES. 

Announcement  is  made  of  a  forthcoming  book  on 
"The  Human  Body  and  Health"  by  Alvin  Davisofi,  A.M., 
Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Biology  at  Lafayette  College.  It 
treats  of  the  cause  and  prevention  of  many  diseases.  It 
is  especially  arranged  as  a  text-book  for  schools  so  that 
every  boy  and  girl  can  acquire  from  it  during  their  school 
years  a  careful  and  thorough  knowledge  of  disease  and 
its  prevention.  It  goes  into  the  minutest  detail  in 
reference  to  foods  and  their  effect,  and  treats  of  the 
nervous  system  and  how  it  is  related  to  health.  It 
should  be  of  interest  and  value  to  all  who  are  inter- 
ested in  the  public  welfare. 

Announcement  is  made  of  a  forthcoming  book  on 
Metallurgy  by  Henry  Wysor,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Analytical  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy  at  Lafayette  Col- 
lege. It .  will  be  a  condensed  text-book  for  college  stu- 
dents, being  a  general  treatise  on  metals,  fuels,  refractory 
materials,  ore  dressing  and  furnace  construction.  There 
is  the  description  of  typical  processes  in  the  metallurgy 
of  iron,  copper,  lead,  zinc,  tin,  mercury,  silver,  gold, 
aluminium,  manganese,  nickel  and  rare  metals,  with 
special  attention  paid  to  the  principles  involved  in  metal- 
lurgical processes.  It  is  perhaps  the  first  book  of  this 
scope  published  in    this  country.
